Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-25, 28 and 29 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or suggest the actuator for an electric push-button switch 
comprising the switch suspension of the push-button switch is simultaneously the handle 
suspension for the handle plate, which causes the unactuated handle plate to be held by the 
switch suspension of the push-button switch in its outer rest position, in which the outer stops of 
the handle plate rest on the outer opposing stops of the housing shell, and that the handle plate 
has inner stops and the housing shell has inner opposing stops, which, when the handle plate is 
unsymmetrically actuated, cause the handle plate to assume an inclined position in such a way 
that the switching element of the push-button switch is nevertheless moved by the handle plate 
into its depressed effective contact position.
